The history of this country reflects with 
stirring force our dev otion to the ideals and 
practice of peace.

At home, when we contemplate our links 
with the rest of the world, too frequently 
the talk is of weapons, weapons, weapons. 
It is a wonderful thing that we are alert 
to the peril from a ty rannical aggressor, as 
we were not in the y ears of the two world 
wars.

CITIZEN VS. ELITE 
Th e good citizen does not often come in con­ 
flict with th e privileges of th e elite, but th ese 
privileges do ex ist and th ey are increasing in 
number. Look at th e low numbered license plates 
in large cities, or th e deputy commissioner of 
th is-and-th at sh ield wh ich takes milady to th e 
department store wh ore a ch auffeur parks in an 
unpermitted place. One such car th at I saw car­ 
ried red ligh ts, like a fire ch ief. I looked inside 
th e car and saw only th e wife of a businessman. 
So a friend of mine found th at h is fath er was 
dy ing on a trans-Atlanlic liner and th at h is 
moth er would be alone. Th e y oung man wish ed a 
privilege wh ich most politicians use all th e time 
and newspapermen h ave alway s been able to use, 
namely to get 1o th e sh ip as q uickly as possible 
on wh at used to be called a revenue cutter in my 
y outh . 
Of course, being a plain citizen, h e applied to 
th e pi-oper places. He sh ould h ave applied to a 
politician wh o would h ave arranged wh at h e 
wanted in no time. He tells me: 
“I called and spoke with six men in New York, 
diverse members of th e U. S. Coast Guard, and 
of th e U. S. Customs: men of unfailing courtesy 
and tenderness . . . but h elpless to advance so 
bold a r^ ue st as I was making. Noth ing, th ey 
concurred, could be done with out th e intervention 
of th e Collector of Customs h imself, wh o was due 
in h is office at nine in th e morning. Th e Coast 
Guard cutter, I ex plained, was due to leave for 
th e Narrows a very few minutes after nine; could 
not someone else, at th is advanced h our, and con­ 
sidering th e emergency , intervene? Sadly , I was 
told, No.” 
Th en h e writes: 
“I turned, as one does in such circumstances, 
to my friends. In a few minutes, calls h ad been 
put in to th ose critical teleph one numbers th at 
y ou and I know all about. But it was after mid­ 
nigh t, and noth ing conclusive was accomplish ed. 
We h ad, h owever, wrested from one man th e 
h ome teleph one number of Mr. R. W. Dill, th e 
Collector of Customs in New York, and I lay in 
wait for h im, and rang h is number at 7 :30 a. m. 
He was terribly sorry ' (and terribly kind, I h asten 
to say ); but th e' order proh ibiting passengers on 
th e Coast Guard cutter was categorical; and h e, 
th e Collector of Customs for th e Port of New 
York, did not h ave th e power to grant an ex cep­ 
tion wh atever th e circumstances. Wh o could? I 
asked. Only Mr. Ralph Kelly , Commissioner of 
Customs in Wash ington.” 
Finally h e got to two Senators, two Congress­ 
men and two Administrative Assistants to two 
oth er Senators and a national committeeman.

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Child’s Bed-Wetting Usually 


Has an Emotional Cause

Any th ing as common as bed-wetting — tech ­ 
nically known as enuresis—can certainly not be 
considered a disease. I probably receive more in­ 
q uiries on th is subject th an any oth er, principally 
from parents of boy s from about six to 12 y ears 
old. 
Enuresis is said to involve about 16 out of 
every 100 boy s between th e ages of th ree and 15. 
In a sample of 1,000 men drafted for military 
service in th e last war, it was lound th at 16 per 
cent h ad continued to wet th e bed after th e age 
of five, and two and one-h alf in each 100 h ad th is 
difficulty up to and bey ond th e draft age. 
Freq uent bed-wetting is a terrible nuisance 
and indeed an ex pense. However, every one sh ould 
realize th at it is not intentional and, in fact, 
causes a great deal of mental distress and em­ 
barrassment to th e person involved. 
Most ch ildren acq uire bladder control, even at 
nigh t, by or before th e age of th ree and a h alf 
or five. But th ose wh o do not become increasingly 
miserable and sometimes are subjected to spank­ 
ing or oth er “treatments” wh ich are likely to do 
more h arm th an good. Wh at h appens most often 
is th at bladder control is obtained for several 
y ears and th en for no apparent reason enuresis 
sets in. 
Th e view of most of th ose wh o h ave studied 
th is subject is th at bed-wetting is usually a reflec­ 
tion of insecurity or emotional distress on th e 
part of th e y oungster. A ph y sical cause is found 
only in a small proportion. 
Parents would do well to recognize th is view 
and surround th eir enuretic y oungster with affec­ 
tion, study th e circumstances leading to emotional 
instability , and avoid sh owing any resentment for 
wh at h e cannot h elp. 
Th ere are several measures to aid th e y oung­ 
ster wh ich can be tried. Some h ave h een h elped 
bv reducing th e fluids drunk after th ree or four 
o’clock in th e afternoon and waking th e ch ild at 
definite periods during th e nigh t. Th e latter, of 
course, involves an alarm clock and is a little 
tough on th e parents. 
Perh aps th e most recent suggestion is a me­ 
ch anical device designed to develop a new h abit 
pattern in th e bed-wetting y oungster. Th is in­ 
volves putting h im to sleep on a special bed pad 
wh ich is sensitive to moisture and wh ich rings an 
electric alarm at th e first sign of dampness. ’ 
Th e ch ild must be th orough ly roused after th e 
alarm rings, must empty th e bladder and th en h e 
put to bed again with a dry pad and a reset 
alarm. 
I h is meth od h as apparently brough t some 
good results wh ere oth er moans h ave failed. It re- 
q uiirs a good deal of attention by th e parents. 
Ch ildren do not all acq uire bladder control at 
ex act Iv th e same age. Th erefore it is a mistake 
to worry about a ch ild of four wh o still wets th e 
h ed^merely because a broth er or sister or a negih -

World’s Mbst Modest

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP)—Ameri­ 
can girls are the most modest in 
the world, says John A. Zehnt- 


j bauer, who has been studying this 
.subject for half a century. 
“French girls and German girls 
think nothing of wearing 
Bikini 
bathing suits,” says the man who 
supplies most of the world with 
Swimwear. 
“In Australia and South Africa, 
Hong Kong and South America, 
the girls aren ’t worried about ex­ 
posure. But in America we can’t 
even get a model to pose in a 
Bikini.” 
Zehntbauer, with his brother Roy 
and their late partner, Carl Jant- 
zen, has turned out swim suits for 
most of the bathing beauties of 
history, from Gloria Swanson to 
Gina Lollobrigida. 
Since 1910, when he bought out 
a little knitting mill in Portland 
and knitted a suit for a local row­ 
ing team, he has made waterwear 
his chief concern. Today the Jant- 
zen company has factories or li­ 
censees in 18 countries, studies the 
swim whims of every nation and 
collects design ideas from every 
corner of the world. 
“The first women’s bathing suits 
we made had sleeves, sailor col­ 
lars, knee-length pants and skirts,” 
says the tall, graying Zehntbauer, 
who looks 20 years younger than 
his announced age of 74. 
“Then after the first World War, 
things changed abruptly. As girls 
took to short skirts and rolled 
stockings, they began cutting down 
on their bathing suits, too. W’hen 
we found that women were cutting 
off our suits at the bottom and 
cutting the necklines down in back, 


wC decided to make them the way 
they wanted them. 
“That’s been our procedure ever 
since. I don’t think 
we’ve ever 
tried to force a new, brief style in 
swim suits. The public calls the 
turn, and we give them what they 
want.” 
When the one-piece bathing suit 
was banned on the beach at At­ 
lantic City 
in 
the early 1920s, 
things looked black for a while. 
“Quite a few of our customers 
were arrested,’' reminisces Zehnt­ 
bauer, “but the ban didn’t last 
long. The bluenoses are snowed 
under. They couldn’t arrest every­ 
body on the beach.”
